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1. M saw Subject on 28 Dec 1963 who was co-operative as usual.

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2. BULBOTENKO told SUBJECT the latter should repatriate and join 
Iris son. Latest in the spring 1964 Subject should go to the Soviet Embassy 
in Washington.D.C. and contact there a Ukrainian who. will handle his case. 

Subject forgot his name, anyway it ended with "enko" 0 It will be better for Subjec 
to take a ship instead of plane. 

When Subject replied that he was not going to return to the 
Soviet U n ion BULBOTENKO became very angry but managed to control himself. 

He called Subject an anemy of the Soviet U n ion and remarked that if his (Bulb's) 
father wane an enemy of the Soviet system he would not consider him his 



father at all. 



BULBOTENKO warned Subject: " if you continue to act against ue 



you might well know that it will be dangerous for you." Then he stressed 

that Subject’s "Yellow Duke" will never reach Ukrainian people because they " 

will destroy it as soon as it 'll be received by the Soviet Mail. 
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Finally, BULBOTENKO asked Subject i± he would like to meet some other Ukrainians 
from the Soviet Union, for instance poets , writers aso. Subject replied that he 
would not mind meeting people like BAZHAN or HUSKY but he definitely was 
against any contacts with individuals a la BUibotenko. 



3. BULBOTENKO refused again to give the address of Subject's son. 
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Besides, BULBOTENKO "recommended" not to write to his son anyway because then 
he might have trouble with Americans as he had before, and secondly; since 
Subject refused to return home "we shall destroy your letters". 

4. BULBOTENKO told Subject that he had 2 children and his wife 
was teacher of English in Kiev. 

5o According to BULBOTENKO the secret speech of Khrushchev at the 
20th Congress of the CP SU was widely known among population. It was dessBminated 
clandestinely in manuscripts. Therefore, pretty soon it will be published 
officially siraze there was no point in keeping it anylenger secret.
